W e came to the determination, some four year* 


since, never again to notice the effort* of a clique o f 


individuals who have endeavored to obstruct the pro­ 


gress o f the administration party in this city ever since 


the election of Gen. Jackson in 1828, but shall deviate 


from this determination for 
a short time. 
Som e of 


them have had their feelings embittered by personal dis­ 


appointment in their sellisih schemes, others are actuat­ 


ed by private enmity, and a majority, by a love o f tur­ 


moil and disorder, which have sprung up in every path 


they have trod. 
After the death of the Bulletin, not 


much was heard from them until 1833, when they ral­ 


lied round a little paper printed in this city called the 
Globe— the gentleman 
who originally had charge of 


that paper being unwilling to lend himself to the pur­ 


poses of those who dictated its course, resigned bis situa­ 


tion, and it 
passed into other bands. 
A short time 


sulliced to convince the honest portion of the Jackson 


party o f Boston that 
the 
object o f the Globe was 
merely to indulge individual pique, and to gratify that 


feeling it was willing to attempt anything, honorable or 


dishonorable. 
T h e paper lingered for a while, and 


finally was offered to us for something like eight or ten 


hundred dollars, its proprietors, and those it represent­ 


ed, having expressed a desire that all 
past differences 


should be forgotten, and that the party should hence­ 


forward move on in harmony and 
good will. 
This 


proposition was most cheerfully acceded to ; u general 
meeting o f the Democratic citizens was called, at which

was unanimously elected 


Chairman, 
and J . L. 
D i m m o c k , 
Secretary, both 
Globe men. 
These individuals were chosen in order 


to show to the Globe party the sincerity o f those they 


had opposed in wishing to extinguish all former prejudi­ 


ces. 
At this meeting it was unanimously 


“ Resolved, That the several County and W ard 
Committees o f the friends of the National Administra­ 
tion, in this city, shall hereafter constitute one organiza­ 
tion ; and they are requested to unite their exertions in 
harmonious co-operation, to promote the good of the 
Republican cause, with power to til i til I vacancies which 
may occur in their respective Com m ittees.” 


T his pledge of amity was thus alluded to in the Mor­ 


ning Post o f the 19th October, 1S33 :— 
“ tC T * W e are pleased to announce to our political 
friends at home and abroad, that the differences which 
have for some time past divided the friends of the N a­ 
tional administration in this city have been am icably 
adjusted, and that the whole party is now perfectly 
-united. 
All personal unimosities and local subjects o( 
disagreement have been dismissed, and given place to | to. 
t candidates for members o f the County Corn- 
Harmony o f feeling, and political and 
personal 
friend­ 
ship and mutual confidence. 
Henceforward we shall 
move in a 
solid 
phalanx, spreading dismay 
among 
our opponents. W e hare now the most active, spirited, 
and energetic party in the city, and at the approaching 
contest vviil bring out a body o f Independent, liberal 
voters, who will neither ask nor giant quarter.” 
Previous to this, there were two 
distinct organiza­ 


tions— now both 
wore blended in one. 
A s the Fall 


elections approached, the paity made such nominations 


as were mutually satisfactory, taking an equal propor­ 


tion from each former division. 
T he election passed, 


and all went off* w ell, nor was any complaint heard 


until the full of 1834, when 
the men who got up the 
Bulletin and the Globe party thought of the scheme 


o f uniting themselves with what was called the W ork­ 


ingmen’s Party— a party not professing to he friendly 


to 
the National Administration, and which supported 


the warmest opponents of the administration for office, 


in fact, 
a mere nddendu 
to the National Republican 
party— for the purpose of breaking down the old and 
steady friends of the general government, and satiuting 
the rancour which had slumbered in their bosoms for 


years. 
T he moment the election had passed, last year, 


it was announced that a portion of the W hig W orking­ 


m en's party, united with the old Bulletin clique, who 
fburid it impossible to live peaceably any where, had 


determined to take possession of the regular organiza­ 


tion o f the Jackson Democratic party, and manage it as 


suited themselves— sell it to the W higs, or any one who 


would hid highest. 
Accordingly, plans were immediate­ 
ly formed for the purpose of accomplishing this scheme. 


T he moment the Legislature assem bled, the Democratic 


members were besieged day and night— all the old and 


oft-refuted calumnies were 
revived, and everything 


done to excite division and ill-will in our runks, and to 


defeat any harmonious action throughout the Stale, by 


endeavoring to prejudice the feelings of Representatives 


from the interior. 
One o f (be charges against the regu­ 


lar party was that its members interfered too much 


witii the decisions of members of the Legislature in 


party matters, while those who made it were dogging 


the members continually— whispering in their ears ut 


every corner, and endeavoring to deceive them into a 


belief o f the most bare-faced calumnies. 
Then com­ 


menced an attack in a paper called the “ Independent 
Chronicle aud Boston D aily Evening Reform er** 
upon the firmest friends of the National Government in 


this city, and upon the only press in Boston which has 
fought for 
the 
National Administration through good 


report and evil report from the inauguration of Andrew 


Jackson 
up to this moment— ay, more— a press which 


advocated his 
election to 
the Presidency, with all its 


power, amid contumely and reproach, 
for four years 


previous to that glorious and happy event. 
From this 


period iho character o f the Reform er has been that o f 


m illee, to he supported at the meeting on Friday even 
mg next. 
Boston, April 2, 1885.” 


Agreeably to this call we repaired to the Exchange 
ut the hour designated, and found tire room where the 
meeting was held 
full. 
Many wero there from both 


divisions o f the party— among others was the Editor of 
the Reformer. 
The following is the account o f the 


proceedings of the meeting, as published in the Post 


upon the morning after it took place, together with the 


comments made upon them— we re-pubiish the whole 


in the same manner 
in which it originally appeared 


to convince our friends at a distance of the strong de­ 


sire of the regular party to act unitedly and harmonious­ 


ly with all who even professed to he friendly to the 


national government, if possible :—

The article smuggled i- » specie, of Merino printed 
cotton goods, subject to u duty of six cents per running 
yard ; there is a printed article manufactured of wool 
also called " Merino punts,” which is duty free. 
T he 
packages con« sted of 60 pieces, the lower of " cotton 
merino, 'subject to six cents, and about half a dozen 
of the duty free woollen Merino pieces on the top of 
each. 
In this mode about $100 was saved on each 
package. 
Mr. Bowen, in entering his goods at the 
Custom House, usually applied to Mr. Campbell, ono 
oi the Deputy Collector.—-but sometimes ho also made 
on entry with M. Swartwout, nnother deputy. 
T he 
package, were opened at the Custom House, and were 
found apparently to contain printed woollen Merino, and 
of coui sc passed duty free, 


T he importers of similar goods have been entirely 
undersold by B. &. A, ; notwithstanding which, one of 
the latter firm made a public boast that their profit and 
loss account, for six months previous to March last, 
showed a nett gam of $¡60,000. 
The circumstances of 
the cuse appeared so singular, that at last one of the im­ 
porters, I). F. Manice, of Pearl street, determined to 
investigate the subject, and for that purpose purchased 
one of the original packages of B. & A., upon unpack­ 
ing which he discovered the fraud just mentioned.— 
After consultation, Mr. M., accompanied by two other 
merchants, went to the Custom House for the purpose 
of informing the Collector of the facts. 
T he Collector 
was out of town, and the case was laid before Mr, 
Campbell, a Deputy Collector, who, being satisfied 
that there was good grounds for the charge, took meas­ 
ures to seize the whole store and goods of B. & A., to 
the amount of $80,000, and upon examination found 
seven package* of the alleged smuggled goods in the 
store, 
Previous, however, to the seizure, Bowen got 
wind of what was going on, made application at th* 
Custom House to iiuvc the original entry of these 
seven packages exchanged for another, alleging that it 
waa a mistake—a negative answer was of course re­ 
turned. 
Upon the return o f the Collector he was 
made acquainted with the transaction, and immediately 
wroto to Washington for instructions. 
In the mean 
time, unsuccessful efforts were rnado by Mr. Bowen’s 
couns *1 to settle tho matter without a public exposure. 
Mr. Addoms was in England when the alleged fraud 
took place, and the goods were bought through the 
house of A. & ¡8. llonry St Co. o f Manchester, o f which 
Mr. ScoffleW, o p rtn o t, » now tn Nuw.Vorlt. and of 
course may know the origin of the order for packing 
up the goods in such a form. 
On Tuesday, Mr. Bowen 
took passage in the packet for Liverpool—and subse­ 
quently, the affidavit of Mr. 8wnrtwout w w luid bofor® 
Jastir a W yman, of the Police Court, a warrant granted 
for his arrest, and the Revenue Cutter, with an officer 
of tho IJ. S. Marshal’s office on board, despatched to 
arrest and bring him back to answer for the alleged 
perjury in swearing to the entry in question. 
T he Cutter returned to New York on W ednesday 
evening, having ascertained on her urrivul at the bar, 
at half past 7 o ’clock, that the pilot had left the ship at 
2 o’clock outside the bar, and that she went off under a 
press of canvass with a seven knot breeze—consequent­ 
ly all efforts to overhaul her would have been superflu­ 
ous. 
The Captain of the Cutter received his orders at 
3 o ’clock, and was underway in five minutes—the wind 
being light she was towed out by a Steamboat.
